Dr. G. W. Fraker, who was talked 
abo ut three mo nths ago fro m o ne 
end o f the co untry lo the o ther, 
lies o n a nairo w co t in a small cell 
in the jail at Richmo nd sick and 
with slight pro spect 
o f reco very , 
say s the Kansas City Star. 
H e to ld a repo rter fo r the Star 
who went o ver to Richmo nd to see 
/ him y esterday that fo r two weeks 
he 
had 
hardly 
sat 
up 
in 
bed. 
Bright’s disease o f the kidney s is 
his ailment and the fo ul air and bad 
sanitary co nditio n o f the 
jail in 
w^hich he is impriso ned have aggra 
vated 
the disease, which was al­ 
ready tro ubling him when he w'as 
arrested in the fo rests o f No rthern 
Minneso ta by agents o f the insur­ 
ance 
co mpanies 
which had paid 
nearly $50, 000 to his heirs. 
“ I d o n ’t kno w whether I shall 
live to s^and my trial o r no t,” Dr. 
Fraker 
said. 
“ There 
are 
times 
when I feel tempo rarily stro nger, 
. but the disease seems to be to o 
much fo r me. 
What I need is ho t 
baths 
and 
o utdo o r 
exercise, but 
since I can’t give bo nd there is no 
use fo r me to talk abo ut that. 
Dur­ 
ing the two y ears that I was away 1 
was 
co nstantly 
taking 
medicine. 
This tro uble was co ming o n and 1 
had a sy mpathetic hea^t disease,fo r 
which I to o k the stro ngest medi­ 
cines. 
In fact, 
I made such an 
apo thecary ’s tub o f my sto mach that 
medicine 
do es 
no t do me much 
go o d. 
It do es no t affect me. 
I 
have had three do cto rs, tho ugh Dr. 
Hamilto n, the co unty phy sician,has 
me 
in 
charge. 
I live o n bo iled 
eggs and scalded milk, with a little 
fruit o ccasio nally .” 
Dr. Fraker still co ntends that he 
fell in the river the night he disap­ 
peared two 
y ears 
ago last J uly , 
tho ugh the insurance peo ple co n­ 
tend that such a thing is impo ssi­ 
ble. 
H e referred to the matter y es­ 
terday , 
and said he tho ught the 
strain and wetting he received at 
that time co ntributed to his present 
tro ubles. 
H is friends o utside are still mak­ 
ing an effo rt to secure bo nd fo r him, 
but their effo rts so far have been 
so unsuccessful that Fraker himself 
gro ws despo ndent and hardly ex 
pects to be released o n bo nd. 
J ames Ho lman, the sheriff o f Rav 
co unty , 
co nsiders Fraker a ver> 
impo rtant priso ner, and as the little 
do cto r has sho wn co nsiderable tal­ 
ent in keeping away fro m pursuers, 
Ho lman will rake no chances with 
him. 
There 
is abo ve the jail a 
ro o m with iro n barred windo ws, in 
which 
the 
wo men 
priso ners 
are 
kept, 
wlien there 
are 
any . 
Dr. 
Fraker wishes to be mo ved to this 
ro o m, but Ho lman is afraid to mo ve 
him, 
as he do es no t want to give 
the do cto r a chance to get a w a y . 
Fraker has 
been 
planning 
fo r 
mo nths to write a bo o k after his 
trial, and has kept a great many 
new’spaper clippings abo ut himselt 
fo r that purpo se. 
There is a perio d 
o f a y ear and a half o f the time 
when he was away fro m Misso uri 
o f which little is kno wn here. 
His 
wanderings, and so me o f his experi 
ences, to ld m his o wn way may , if 
he ever carries o ut his plan, make 
a no vel, if no t an interesting sto ry .
